W ashington, Aug. 0.—<A warning 
was issued last night by the Budget 
Bureau that sharp cuts must be made 
in the Federal expenditures 
in

coming months to bring the Govern­ 
ment’s expense for the current fiscal 
year wifth $3,000,000,000. 
While the 
July expenditures, which were larger 
than 
receipts, 
represented a reduc­ 
tion as com paam i With July a year 
ago. 
Director Lord declared greater 
reductions must be made to carry out 
the policy of economy. 
The deficit shown by the treasury 
operations for July was regarded by 
the director as unimportant. The con­ 
dition, his statem ent said, was tem ­ 
porary, and, although likely to con­

August, 
would be 
corrected 
in 
September, 
when the 
next quarterly payment 
of 
income 
and profit, taxes is due. 
Income and 
profits taxes yielded 
only 
$36,000,- 
000 in July, and Director Lord said 
such an amount could not he taken as 
representatiive of receipts from that 
source, since July was not a month in 
which heavy payments were made.

Banks are said to deal in credit. 
The word “credit" has various m ean­ 
ings. 
W hen you deposit money, your 
account receives 
“credit” for 
that 
amount. 
W hen a m an borrows money 
on his note at the bank, he is granted 
“c re d it" 
W hen a railroad, a m an u ­ 
facturing concern, a town, or a gov­ 
ernm ent, issues 
bonds, it uses its 
“c re d it" 
W hen anyone buys goods 
without paying cash, at the tim e of 
purchase, “credit” is granted. 
W ith ­ 
out credit, our present day business 
system could not exist. 
Credit is possible only w here peo­ 
ple have confidence in each other, 
and confidence can exist only w here 
good character exists. 
Every success­ 
ful business m an looks upon his credit 
standing as a m ost valuable asset, 
and he m aintains It by square dealing. 
To get credit a m an m ust pay his 
debts, or it soon becomes known he is 
not of good character and not worthy 
of confidence. 
Those from whom he 
would buy refuse to trust him and the 
banks decline to g ran t him cre d it 
Then come business failure and a long 
uphill fight to get on his feet again 
and live down the past. 


More Than Honesty Needed 
Honesty is not the only factor in­ 
volved in credit. 
For instance, Mr. 
Jones, a m an of forty, of excellent 
morals, who has enjoyed a fair in­ 
come for m any years, sees an oppor­ 
tunity to purchase a business. 
He 
requires financial assistance. He calls 
on a banker and asks for the neces­ 
sary credit. 
The banker asks tbe na­ 
ture of the business, w hat it will cost, 
and what Mr. Jones can com mand in 
ready money, or other resources, but 
learns th at he has no money or prop­ 
erty of his own. 
It is clear th at Mr. Jones lacks 
ability to m anage his affairs wisely. 
He has not had enough strength of 
character to save money by adapting 
expenses to income, and therefore has 
not proved th a t he could make finan­ 
cial progress. 
Moreover, if men do 
not invest some of their own money 
in the business they usually lack in­ 
centive and become easily discour­ 
aged. 
It would be unwise for anyone 
to assum e such a financial risk, and 
Mr. Jones probably would fail to get 
credit from the bank. 
He m ust give 
up bis opportunity to some one else 
who has saved money. 
Banks are public servants, but that 
does not obligate them to serve those 
who are unfair in business or lack­ 
ing in the g reat principles underly­ 
ing success. 
To be known as a care­ 
ful and thrifty person is the best 
assurance th at the bank will extend 
financial help when needed. 
Many people tb^ik that one should 
shun debt like the measles. 
They 
fall to distinguish between wise and 
unwise debt. 
It is wise to use credit, 
that is, go into debt, to buy a home. 
Such debt encourages thrift. 
A stu­ 
dent may wisely borrow money need­ 
ed to complete his education. 
It is 
an investm ent that should pay divi­ 
dends in g reater success. 
Another 
wise 
use 
of 
credit 
is 
borrowing 
to buy good bonds, such as Liberty 
frH « 
paying $2C down, borrowing 


580 from the bank, and paying it off 
out of savings. 
When to Shun Debt 
T here are circum stances, however, 
under which one should never borrow 
money. 
Never incur a debt in a spec­ 
ulative venture. 
OF T H E PEOPLE 
W HO 
SPECULATE, 
NINETY-FIVE 
PER CENT LOSE. 
Neither should 
debts be incurred to purchase plea- 
sure-giving possessions. 
Such debts 
are millstones around the necks of 
countless families. 
Progressive banks adhere to the 
sam e standards they exact of their 
patrons. 
Their 
business 
m ethods 
m ust be beyond reproach. 
They ex­ 
clude business of doubtful reputation 
and have no part in the feverish 
struggle for sudden wealth. 
Well- 
m anaged banks are regarded 
with 
great respect, and hold a place of 
ever increasing importance. 
Some thoughtless persons criticize 
banks for not making loans more 
freely but it must be rem em bered 
th a t a bank’s business is to receive 
deposits as well as to grant loans, 
and it is therefore the trustee of 
money belonging to others. 
It must 
safeguard its depositors’ funds and 
so control them as to be always ready 
to return them intact upon demand. 
T h at requires great care in granting 
credits.

Sweet potatoes rank second in impor­ 
tance of all vegetables grown in the 
United States and are richer in car­

from starch, such as potato flour, de­ 
hydrated potatoes, starch, sirup, al­ 
cohol, vinegar, breakfast foods, and 
various kinds of feeds.

States Department of Agriculture, “is 
the one that never stops growing from 
the time It is farrowed up to the time 
It Is hauled to market.” The wise hog 
grower stimulates growth In the pig 
before the litter Is farrowed by keep­ 
ing the sow in good condition. 
It is 
assumed that the sire and the dam are 
of the right type, big and grow’thy. 
Pasturage of good quality, shorts 
or middlings, fish meal or tankage to 
furnish protein, with sufficient com 


feed should be given in small quanti- • 
ties at first, then gradually Increased 
up to full feed within ten days. 
Even before the pigs are weaned 
they should have access to shelled 
corn in self-feeders as a supplement to 
the milk from their mothers. 
As soon j 
as they are weaned they should be 
kept on full feed, either on self-feeders 
or by hand. 
Pigs that are well fed 
and have enough exercise will reach j 
market weight at about eight months 
of age.

Grove, Mo., visited this orchard Thurs­ 
day and pron«»unced it one of the best 
in the state. 
While not one 
of the 
largest, the trees 
are 
very thrifty 
and have made remarkable growth. 
The coming season will he their fourth 
year, which begins their usefulness 
as a commercial orchard. 
Th«*re are 
twelve varieties from the earliest to 
the latest, and Mr. Hitt estimates that 
from 80 to 100 cars of peaches should 
be gathered from this orchard next 
year, if it is a fruit year. 
The Missouri Pacific will probably 
put in a switch with large 
covered 
shed for the loading of the cr«»p from 
this orchard. 
The soil of the Blodgett vicinity is 
much the some as around the south­ 
ern portion of Georgia and northern 
Texas, which are considered the best 
peach lands 
in 
the 
United States. 
Other land owners around 
Blodgett 
are watching this poach orchard and 
it is believed many acres will be set 
to this fruit the coming season. 
The Becker Brothers own several 
farms in Scott County and are having 
them put in a high order of improve­ 
ment, old tenant houses 
torn 
down 
and 
new 
one« 
erected, fences put 
around the yards 
and 
painted, 
all 
barns and other 
outbuildings put in 
first class repair and painted. 
They 
say that good 
home 
accomodations 
gets them better tenants who are sat­ 
isfied and work to the interest of the 
owner.

Banka arc said to deal In credit. 
The word “credit” ha* various mean­ 
ing*. 
When you deposit money, your 
account receives “credit" for that 
amount. When a man borrows money 
on hi* note at the bank, he is granted 
“credit." 
When a railroad, a manu­ 
facturing concern, a town, or a gov­ 
ernment issues bonds, it uses Its 
“credit” 
When anyone buys goods 
without paying cash, at the time of 
purchase, “credit” is granted. 
With­ 
out credit, our present day business 
system could not exist 
Credit is possible only where peo­ 
ple have confidence in each other, 
and confidence can exist only where 
good character exists. Every success­ 
ful business man looks upon his credit 
standing as a most valuable asBet, 
and he maintains It by square dealing. 
To get credit a man must pay his 
debts, or it soon becomes known he is 
not of good character and not worthy 
of confidence. 
Those from whom he 
would buy refuse to trust him and the 
banks decline to grant him credit 
Then come business failure and a long 
uphill fight to get on his feet again 
and live down the past 
More Than Honesty Needed 
Honesty is not the only factor in­ 
volved in credit 
For instance, Mr. 
Jones, a man of forty, of excellent 
morals, who has enjoyed a fair in­ 
come for many years, sees an oppor­ 
tunity to purchase a business. 
He 
requires financial assistance. He calls 
on a banker and asks tor the neces­ 
sary credit The banker asks the na­ 
ture of the business, what it will cost, 
and what Mr. Jones can command in 
ready money, or other resources, but 
learns that he haB no money or prop­ 
erty of his own. 
It Is clear that Mr. Jones lacks 
ability to manage his affairs wisely. 
He has not had enough strength of 
character to save money by adapting 
expenses to income, and therefore has 
not proved that he could make finan­ 
cial progress. 
Moreover, if men do 
not invest some of their own money 
in the business they usually lack In­ 
centive and become easily discour­ 
aged. It would be unwise for anyone 
to assume such a financial risk, and 
Mr. Jones probably would fall to get 
credit from the bank. 
He must give 
up his opportunity to some one else 
who has saved money. 
Banks are public servants, but that 
does not obligate them to serve those 
who are unfair in business or lack­ 
ing In the great principles underly­ 
ing success. To be known as a care­ 
ful and thrifty person 1b the best 
assurance that the bank will extend 
financial help when needed. 
Many people tbkpk that ono should 
shun debt like the measles. 
They 
fall to distinguish between wise and 
unwise debt. It is wise to use credit, 
that is, go Into debt, to buy a home. 
Such debt encourages thrift 
A stu­ 
dent may wisely borrow money need­ 
ed to complete his education. 
It Is 
an investment that should pay divi­ 
dends in greater success. 
Another 
wise use of 
credit 
U 
borrowing 
to buy good bonds, such as Liberty 
paying $2C down, borrowing 


$80 from the bank, and paying it off 
out of saving*. 
When to Shun Debt 
There are circumstances, however, 
under which one should never borrow 
money. Never incur a debt In a spec­ 
ulative venture. 
OF THE PEOPLE 
WHO SPECULATE, NINETY-FIVE 
PER CENT LOSE. 
Neither should 
debts be incurred to purchase plea 
sure-giving possessions. 
Such debts 
are millstones around the necks of 
countless families. 
Progressive banks adhere to the 
same standards they exact of their 
patrons. 
Their 
business 
methods 
must he beyond reproach. 
They ex 
elude business of doubtful reputation 
and have no part in the feverish 
struggle for sudden wealth. 
Well 
managed banks are regarded with 
great respect, and hold a place of 
ever Increasing importance. 
Some thoughtless persons criticize 
banks for not making loans more 
freely but it must be remembered 
thut a bank’s business is to receive 
deposits as well as to grant loans, 
and it is therefore the trustee of 
money belonging to others. It must 
safeguard its depositors’ funds and 
so control them as to be always ready 
to return them intact upon demand. 
That requires great cara in granting 
credits.

The Savings Banks Association of 
Massachusetts has Issued s tabulation 
made by a mutual savings bank In an 
average New England town showing 
that, of the accounts opened during a 
six months period, 85 to 90 per cent 
were open at the end of the period. 
At the end of the next six months 
about 70 per cent were open. At the 
end of one year about 60 per cent 
were open; at the end of 18 months 
about 55 per cent; s t the end of three 
years about 50 per cent; and then the 
figure rather steadily declined by 2 to 
3 per cent of the original number 
each year. 
At the end of ten years 
about 25 per cent of the accounts were 
still open. After that the changes were 
very small, mostly on account of death. 


Federal Reserve Copied 


Peru is the first oountry in Latin 
America to reorganise its banking 
system according to Federal Reserve 
principles by the enactment of the 
Federal Reserve Act of Peru to de­ 
velop the country’s resources along 
modern lines of financing. Peru’s new 
banking system is modeled after the 
United States Federal Reserve, with 
modifications such aa the hanking 
conditions and general financial sit 
uatlon there require. 
It provides for 
the creation of a Federal Reserve 
Bank in Peru. The directorate of this 
bank is to be composed of nine mem 
bers, three of whom are to be desig 
nated by the Government and the 
other six are to be el«w;ted by the 
member banka.

has got to the point where it is cut­ 
ting 
into 
the 
living 
standards of 
farm ers,’’ Senator A rthur Capper of 
Kansas declare« in a letter sent today 
to R. A. Cooper, head of the Federal 
Farm Loan Boa^d 
at 
W ashington, 
from whose office, the Senator said, 
such publicity had been coming. 
“On my desk,” writes Senator Cap­ 
per, “is a paper carrying a head four 
columns wide, ‘Farm Loan Board Dis­ 
approves Plan 
to 
Store 
Wheat On 
Farm s.’ There has been a great deal 
of such publicity in the papers here 
in the winter wheat region. This has 
helped to discourage 
growers 
still 
more than the m arket outlook. It has 
a l ’,0 increased tie abnormal 
‘dump­ 
ing’ of the crop in already congested 
markets. 
‘Scare S tu ff’ 
this kind 
always does. 
It is the ideal ammuni­ 
tion of people who are trying to de­ 
press the ruinously low m arket prices 
still further. 
‘<Cost of production 
figures 
this 


year are not available, but it is pro­ 
bable they will be little, if any, low­ 
er than for the crop of 1922, 
which 
was $1.36 a bushel. 
From this it is 
easy to see that wheat at 80 cents— 
and a huge amount of grain produc­ 
ed in Kansas this year has been sold 
for a smaller price that that—results 
in a net loss of 56 cents s bushel. Un­ 
less the market advances, 
we 
have 
lost $50,000,000,000 
on 
this 
year’s 
crop in Kansas.”

Black the proposed system will cost 
ap p ro x im ately $160.000, or at a rate 
of $7.50 per square foot.

T he speaker ex p lain ­ 
ed that the type of sewer used at the 
present tim e was of the flood type 
and does not take care of sanitary 
needs.

face and other w aters. 
T h e proposition, being one which 
has m et with a great amount of dis­ 
cussion, was enthusiastically receiv­ 
ed by the large audience present, and 
it is understood that petitions will he 
circulated within the very near future 
for the furthering of the proposition. 
T h e city will not be bonded for the 
new system , hut the expense is to be 
borne by taxation upon those directly 
benefitted by the improvement.

and the proposition is meeting with 
practically no opposition. 
W m . 1.. P atterson spoke briefly co n ­ 
cerning a few m inor problems of civic 
im portance, ami urged greater co -o p ­ 
eration with the city in the solving of 
them.
